“They may kill me if they wish, but 
I will not leave this place while my 
busband’s life is in danger at the 
hands of those midnight assassins.” 
“Thus spoke Mrs. Margaret Delaney, 
wife of Clarence J. Delaney, manager 
of the Owen-Delaney Lumbcr Mills of 
Henderson's Mound, near New Madrid, 
whose dwelling was fired upon Wednes- 
day night by white employes of the 
mill, who resented the employment of 
six negroes. 

Following the arrest of seven mem- 
bers of a gang who had threatened the 
life of Mr. Delaney it was freely in- 
timated about Henderson's Mound that 
friends of the prisoners would ‘“‘get’’ 
the manager. As a result Mrs. Delaney 
has been advised to leave the camp 
for the sake ‘of her own life, but she 
has bravely declined to pay any heed 
to the warnings of her friends. 

“I do not relish the proposition of be- 
Ing shot to pieces, but as long as 
Clarence stays, so will I. I do not think 
it would be very wifelike of me to de- 
sert my husband when he is in momen- 
tary danger of being assasajnated. 

Willing to Be Martyr. 

“I hope those men will not be in- 
human enough to repeat their cowardly 
action of Wednesday night when they 
fired on us from ambush, and I certain- 
ly do hope that they do not intend to 
slaughter inoffensive women. If that is 
their intention, then I am willing to 
become a martyr for my husband's 
Sake, I certainly will not desert him.” 

Mrs. Delaney, a petite blond of at- 
appearance, was asleep 
Wednesday night when a score of men 
crept--among the thick timbers: of the 
lumber. camp toa point about 100 yards 
from the house and began firing at Mr. 
Delaney's bedroom. Womanlike, she 
immediately saw the dangerous position 
which she and her husband occupied, 
and encouraged Mr. Delaney to seek a 
hiding place behind a brick chimney. 

“There’s no use shooting,’’ she whis- 
pered as her husband drew his revol- 
ver and prepared to return the fire. 
“Those shots are coming from ambush 
and you might as well shoot at the 
moon as to expect to hit anyone.’’ 

At that moment Mr. Delaney’s pistol 
dropped from his hand. His ‘wife picked 
it up and handed it to him. Then’ she 
noticed that he had received a wound 
in the hand and implored him to seek

“All the while bullets were crashing 
through the wall of the bédroom. The 
leaden balls could be heard falling 
about the room. Mrs. Delaney jumped 
Into an icebox and pulled the lid down 
over her barely in time to escape a 
bullet which pierced the cover.

“Annie was a pretty girl. She had 
beautiful dark hair and large dark 
eyes. 1 can hardly blame my husband 
for falling in love with her, because 
she was a very attractive girl. I loved 
Annie and I thought she would be a 
great help to me. After she had been 
in the store about ten months and had 
learned the business I decided to take 
a little yacation and went back to-the 
old country. 

Sister Won Husband’s Love. 

“T was gone aboul two months, When 
I returned to St. Louis I found condi- 
tions changed greatly. My husband 
showed no love for me, but was all 
the time doing whatever he could to 
please my sister. He did not treat me 
properly and I saw that the only thing 
tu do was to send my. sister back to 
the old country. She was here only 
a year when I sent her back. She had 
been gone only three weeks, however, 
when my husband left me, went to the 
old country and brought my sister back. 
They lived in St. Louis for awhile, but 
about three years ago went to Kansas 
City. 

“I do not know where my sister 1s 
now, but think she is in Kansas City.

RAMSEY MAY WIN 


Financiers Believe That Rocke- 
feller Is “Getting Even” 
With Gould. 


LATTER BROKE WITH HIM 


St. Louisan Says He Is Alone 
in Fight to Gain Wabash 
Control. 


The statement of President Joseph 
Ramsey of St. Louts that he is alone 
in his fight to wrest control of the Wa- 
bash Railroad from George J. Gould 
and that he relies only on the holders 

_ of stock and debenture bonds, to whom 
he has appealed for their proxies in 
the election to be held Oct. 10, has not 
changed the belief in railroad and finan- 
cial circles that Pennsylvania interests, 
John D. Rorkefeller, Edward H. Har- 
riman and possibly the Vanderbilt in- 
terests as well are lined up with him 
against the Goulds. 

News dispatches from New York to 
the Post-Dispatch state that Wall street 
believes the Pennsylvania Ratlroad is 
back of Ramsey, and many believe he 
will win. 

Some of the largest financiers also see 
the hand of Rockefelicr in the fight. 
For a long time Wall! street has been 
awere that John PD. Rockefeller is hos- 
tile to all the Gould interests. 

Rockefeller Feud. 

This feud dates back several years 
to a time when George Gould took the 
bit in his teeth in the management of 


the Wabash and effected many changes 
that were not in accord with the views 
of Rockefeller. He refused to heed the 
advice of the Standard Ol king, and to 
this sweeping change in the manage- 
meéent Standard Of] men attribute the 
falling off of dividends. 

Rockefeller's enmity for Gould was 
further increased during the prelimi- 
nary battles between Gould and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. Rockefeller 
strongly urged the Gould interests to 
make peace with the Pennsylvania, but 
his pleas went for naught. It was said 
in Wall street that Rockefeller remind- 
ed Gould that he had been led,to in- 
vest heavily in Wabash on représenta- 
tions ‘made to him by Jay Gould, and 
that if he met further disappointment 
in these investments, somebody would 
be ‘“‘made to smoke fer it.”’ 

President Ramsey's call for proxies 
was the first intimation Wall street 
got that a new war had begun against 


Gould. 
Wall Street Jarred. 
Wall street was badly jarred by the 
statement in President Ramsey's cir- 


cular calling for proxies, that $12,000.- 
w0 had been paid out of the net earn- 
ings of the Wabash to carry on im- 
provements demanded by Gould. The 
stir was chiefly among the holders of 
the debenture ‘‘B"’ bonds, which are 
entttied to all surplus earnings up to 
§ per cent on the bonds. For some time 
the titnerest has been suspended, and 
according to Ramsey, millions that 
otherwise would have been paid _ to 
the” bondholders have been turned to 
these channels. 

It looks now as if Gould is due to 
have the fight of his life, with Rocke- 
feller and the Pennsylvania making 
war on him in the East and E. H. 
Harriman training his gyns on him in 
the West, Bi 
“Am Alone”—Ramsey. 

In his statement made at Pittsburg, 
Mr. Ran.sey said: 

“I want to correct the impression that 
any other railway powers are back of me 
in my effort to secure the proxies of 
steckholders of the Wabash road. I 
have no backers save those stockholders 
who inay choose to intrust me with the 
proxies I have asked for. I am working 
only for the interests of the Wabash, 
and I would not take the proxies of the 
stoevckholders and then violate their con- 
fidence by turning over the control of 
the Wabash road to other parties. 

“IT planned for and brought this road 
into Pittsburg. If it Is to be a success 
here I should get some of the credit. If 
it is a failure I will get all the blame, 
that’s sure. The people who have come 
in lately will not share the blame if it 
fails now.” 

“Is it your intention, should you be 
continued aa the head of the Wabash. 
to extend the line to the seaboard?” 

“That is a matter that would be left 
the directors and stockholders to an- 
sewers. For myself, I will say that I 
Want to improve the scope and reach 
of the Wabash in every way possible.” 

In Pittsburg. according to dispatches, 
Mr. Ramsey met Col. Schoonmaker, 
Vice-President of the Pittsburg and 

g lake Erie road, a Vanderbilt line, who 
is said to be conducting the deal tak- 
ing over the Little Kanawha syndicate. 

There were also present several stock 

holders of the Little Kanawha, in the 

acquisition of which Mr. Ramsey was 
aided by St. Louis capital.

In his political belief Mr. Parsons was 
a Rerublican and was a libera) con- 
tributor to campaign funds. He was a 
member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and of the Loyal Legion. 

Refused Political Honor. 


Mr. Parsons was‘a member of Christ 


Church Cathedral and served as vestry- 
man of the parish. 


So high was the standing of the de- 
ceased in the Republican party and 
as a sagacious financier that he was 
several times mentioned for the Cabi- 
net post of Secretary of the Treasury, 
and would probably have been appoint- 
ed to that portfolio but for his known 
disinclination to accept. 

During his visit to St. Louis in April, 
1003, at the time of the World's Fair 
dedication, President Roosevelt con- 
ferred with Mr. Parsons regarding the 
finances of city banks as affected by 
the Fair. lt was understood at the 
time that Mr. Parsons, had he been 
willing to serve, would have been made 
disburser of the $5,000,000 appropriated 
by the United States Government for 
the Fair. 

In 1893 he was selected to preside over 
the World’s Congress of Bankers and 
Financiers at the Columbian Exposition 
in Chicago, an houor which testified to 
his distinguished rank in international 
finance. 

Mr. Parsons was an art connoisseur 
and collected a notable gallery of paint- 
ings and other works of art, many of 
his purchases being made in the course 
of repeated visits to Europe. 

Ile made a tour of the world in 1894- 
95, publishing for private circulation a 
yolume of most | interésting§ travel 
sketches.

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WHY ADMISSION 
TO FAIR GROUNDS. 


House of Delegates Asks for In- 
formation From Francis 
About Charge, 


INQUIRY AS TO SWITHCES 


Little Fireworks and More 
Work Noticeable in House— 
Gazzolo Makes Speech. 


How anyone has a right to charge 
admission to the World's Fair grounds, 
and how long the present wreckers of 
the Fair are going to take for their 
task, are questions asked.of President 
D. R. Francis in a resolution of the 
House of Delegates. of which he was 
formally notified today. 

The resolution was one of a galaxy 
of “whereas” and “be it resolved” 
statements which thé House passed at 
its meeting Friday night. All the mem- 
hers voted for all-the resolutions, which 
came as intermissions in the heavier 
business of passing ordinances. 

An hour and a half was the length 
of the session, and somebody was read- 
ing ordinances or resvlutions or calling 
the roll most of the time. There was 
little talking, and no serious attempt 
at oratory except that of former Speak- 
er Andrew Gazzolo. 

Gazzolo had reason to feel in the ora- 
torical mood. He had set the é¢xample 
of introducing resolutions at a former 
meeting, when he had moved the House 
to inquire the names of the ancient 
worthies whose pictures looked down 
from the frescoe@ walls of the cham- 
her. Now the others were showing 
their approval by keeping the page on 
the jump; carrying resolutions to the 
clerk. 

Oration by Gazzolo. 

So when the opportunity came Gaz- 
golo struck an attitude reminiscent of 
the days when oratory was not @ lost 
art in the House, and began: 

“Mr. Speaker, our honorable Mayor 
has seen fit to refuse permits to small 
merehants to carry on their business 
and make livelihoods for themselves 
and their families by peddling wares on 
the street. Now the big merchants come 
to this assembly and ask for the right 
to use the streets. I am opposed to 
granting them privileges when humbler 
citizens can get none, and I vote No. 
And 1 think if the gentlemen of this 
body will, take time to re- 
will- change their votes to 


honorable 
flect, they 
No.”’ 

The gentlemen addressed by the for- 
mer *speaker were at a loss to know 
what he was talking about, not hav- 
ing noticed that the bill on which he 
was speaking. and on which several of 
them had allowed their votes to be 
counted aye, through their failure to re- 
spond, was one to grant permission for 
an excavation in the pavement at 516 
Washington avenue. There was inquiry 
about the bill, but only one other mem- 
ber changed his vote, and it was passed. 

They Want to Know Why. 

The other resolution which inter- 
rupted the even tenor oT Clerk Martin's 
ordinance reading were inquiries why: 

1. The Street Commissioner allows the 
tracks on Loughborough avenue, be- 
tween Broadway and Michigan avenue, 
to remain unoperated, and whether 
there are other tracks similarly idle in 
violation of the law. This from Dele- 
gute Metz'er. 

® Switch tracks operated on tempo- 
rary permits from the Mayor have not 
heen torn up after the expiration of the 
permits, and why no city official has 
moved toward collecting the bonds 
given by the owners of the tracks for 
their removal. This from Delegate 
Priesmeyer. 

Delegate Wiedmer,. who introduced 
the world's Fair resolution, spoke on it, 
saying that at the rate of progress 
wreckers were now making, the grounds 
would be inclosed for three years to 
come. with someone charging admis- 
sion all the while, unless the city put 
a stop to such charges. 

A delegation was present to protest 
against the proposed livery stable on 
the north side of Shenandoah avenue, 
between Grand and Spring avenues. 
The remonstrance went to the Commit- 
tee on Public Improvemenjfs, which has 
the bill. 

Other relieving features in the pro- 
cedure were Delegate Meehan’'s pink tie 
and Delegate Otto’s responses of‘‘Here:”’ 
when his vote was called for. 

Most of the members are new, and 
didn't seem to notice the difference. 
The few who served in former Houses, 
those of five or six years ago, remem- 
hbered a time when less work and more 
fireworks entered. into an evening's ses- 
sion.

$1,400,000 on Deal. 

NEW YORK. Sept. 16.—Members of 
Hollins’ syndicate made a_ profit of 
about $1.400.000 by the sale of their con-

CHARTERS QUESTIONED 


City Loses Revenue From Sa- 
loons They Force to Close, 
It Is Charged. 


The many clubs which gave come in- 
to existence since the strict enforce- 
ment of the Sunday saloon closing law 
began are to be investigated by the po- 
lice as the result of a complaint placed 
before the Police Board by a committee 
of the Retail Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. President Stewart . said today 
that he would instruct Chief Kiely to 
inguire into the clubs, and that if he 
finds that they are without charters 
or are violating their charters they are 
to be closed.

They called attention 
that the association they 
represented had agreed to submit to 
the Sunday closing order, and urged 
that the clubs be not permitted to sell 
liquor on Sunday to their injury. 

The members of the committee sol- 
emnly warned the board members to 
beware of the insidious encroachments 
of the clubs on the city’s treasury. The 
belief was expressed that, by reason 
of the injury inflicted on the saloon 
business by the‘ clubs, the city would 
lose the revenue from 500 or 600 sa 
loons. 

It is charged by the saloon men that 
the clubs have been opened for the 
sole purpose of evading the Sunday 
law. It is also alleged that existing 
charters are being used by persons 
other than those to whom they were 
issued. 


“Educational” With Bars. 


Court records show that since June 
10 25 applications for pro forma  de- 
crees of incorporation of clubs “for 
educational purposes” with bar priv- 
ileges have been granted in the city of 
St. Louis. Many such decrees have 
been sought in St. Louis County. 

Sam D. Hodgdon, appointed amicus 
curae by Judge McElhinney of Clayton 
Circuit Court to investigate the appli- 
cation for a pro forma decree of the 
Carondelet Athletic Club, doubts wheth- 
er a cafe can be considered as inc!i- 
dental to the egucational purposes for 
which, according to the Supreme Court, 
these clubs may be incorporated. The 
Supreme Court defined debating, read- 
ing and literature as specific educa- 
tional purposes and rational’ social 
amusements, and the playing of ten- 
pins, chess and checkers as incidental 
to educational purposes, but it said 
nothing about a cafe. 

Mr. Hodgdon reported to the Court 
Friday afternoon that he had doubts 
whether the Carondelet Athletic Club 
and the Supreme Court could find any 
common ground. He suggested that the 
Judge call the officers of the club jbe- 
fore him and give them a chance co 
elaborate their ideas of the relation 
between a cafe and “educational pur- 
poses.”

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THE LOOSE PERMIT SYSTEM. 

The Post-Dispatch gave a list of 46 railroad 
tracks and switches for which temporary permits 
were issued by the Mayor from one to three years 
ago, and which are still in use although no fran- 
chises for them have been granted by the Municipal 
Assembly. 

The Mayor's permits are usually issued for 30 or 
60 days, with the understanding that the railroads 
or firms desiring the tracks or switches will obtain 
franchises from the Assembly or take up the tracks. 
How is it possible that these switches and tracks 
can Ffemain in use for so long a time after the per- 
mit bas expired? It is a reflection upon the city 
government. It shows that there is a loophole in 
the system of granting privileges to corporations. It 
explains Now‘the use of streets and crossings may 
be obtained without adequate compensation to the 
city. After illegal possession for a sufficient length 
of time the illegal tracks and switches are forgotten 
and become the permanent possession of the favored 
corporations. 

There should be a rigid inspection and revision of 
the permit record and system. The looseness in- 
dicated by the records is unpardonable.

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WOMEN ON THE FORCE. 


A Boston writer suggests the employment of wom- 
en on the police force. 

“An excellent method of bringing to justice per- 
sons who continually elude the police would be to 
invest young women with authority to arrest and 
prosecute, For instance, how many respectable 
women are grossly insulted on the streets and the 
insulters would be severely dealt with if caught. 
But not more than one in 500 is-ever detected and 
brought to justice.” 

To carry out his plan it is proposed to employ 
young women who shall work in pairs, not together, 
but to keep within sight of each other, each to be 
provided with a billy and “twisters.” 

This may be practical but is it progress? Fifty 
years ago women were employed in coal mines, 
where they were harnessed to the cars and went 
on all fours, dragging the load to the shaft.

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TOO MANY COMMIT SUICIDE. 

One suicide is too many, but of late the cases of 
self-killing have been so numerous that the aver- 
age reader, who is accustomed to take the bad news 
with the good, must have been disturbed. Friday's 
Post-Dispatch told of seven cases and one desper- 
ate but unsuccessful attempt. 

A kindly disposed Post-Dispatch reader made the 
suggestion recently that an organization should be 
formed for the purpose of aiding men who, through 
business reverses or other troubles, became desperate 
and in a frame of mind to commit suicide. 

This might do much good. But, unfortunately, 
the majority who commit suicide are women, and 
the most prolific cause appears to be worry over 
love or family affairs. For this evil, some remedy 
must be found — will be as widespread and

paper business, and it seems to have spoiled their 


searching as possible. The chief Jeaponelbitity is! is 
upon parents and teachers, who should not only 
point out the revolting nature of suicide, but do all 
in their power to strengthen and inspire those whose 
weak moral fiber might impel them to commit the 
crime.

Teachers and preachers should insist more upon 
the sacredness of human life, and legislators should 
do all in their power to guard it.

IS WOMAN WOMAN'S FOE? 


By ROBERT HICHENS. 


OMEN are, as a rule, far more 
W fine, far more human—or shail 
I say humane’?—in their deal- 
ings with our sex than in their dealings 
with their own. I think that even the 
best and nicest of women are often 
quite oddly, almost inexplicably, cruel 
toward members of their own sex. 
Ready to stand up for their sex as a 
whole, to defend it warmly, even vio- 
lently, when it comes to a question of 
individuals, down go the thumbs with 
a swiftness and a unanimity which are 
quite puzzling to the mere man. 


If I, as a man, praise woman, the 
sex, to a woman, I find my praise wel- 
comed smilingly, and probably agreed 
with. But if I praise a particular 
woman to another woman, instantty 
comes either the faintly despairing re- 
mark, or, if not that, the wondering 
question, “You really think so7?'’ Often 
it ends with that. I have said some- 
thing enthusiastic about a woman's tal- 
ent or a woman's goodness—not a wom- 
an’s beauty or a woman's perfect dress- 
ing; Iam not so foolishly injudicious as 
to do that—and the reply is: ‘You really 
think so?’’ Then I feel, what I no doubt 
am, @ great fool. 

Often and often have women damped 
the fire of my enthusiasm for their sis- 
ter women, left me wondering whether 


I had mistaken mere talent for genius, 
or, worse, mistaken subterfuge for gen- 
uine virtue. I am not joking. I am 


writing seriously. It is women who 
make men doubt about women, not 
men. It is women who hint to us thas 


we are fools to be “so easily taken in.’ 
It is women who tells us, with a little 
laugh and a shrug of the shoulders that 
“she'd never have dared to say so to a 
woman, because she’d have known that 
it would be seen through directly.’” It 
is women who imply that ‘‘those airs 
of virtue were put on for your benetit 
with her last new gown from Worth.” 
And half the time, in spite of woman's 
lack of esprit de corps, we men persist 
in crediting the sex with those many vir- 
tues which—for all the smiles and 
shrugs of women—it possesses. 
Personally, I agree with Miss Cornell 
that the virutes have been unequally dl- 
vided—the vitues, not the talents—and 
that woman has more than man. But 
one virtue that we men have | think 
woman lacks, and that is esprit de 
corps. Let women give us a lead. Let 
them begin to speak well of each other. 
Let them even be ready to say, if it be 
true. “That woman's hat suits her bet- 
ter than my hat suits me.’’ Then they 
will guide us up out of our mire, per- 
haps. They will lift us a little nearer to 
themselves—the angels!

A VERY OLD LOAF. 

There is a loaf of bread 4500 years old, 
says the Homiletic Review, which was 
found in the tomb of Mentuhotep, who 
died in Egypt 200 B. C. It is now in 
the Museum of Berlin. This loaf of 
bread is dark brown in color; inside are 
many large holes. Probably this part 
of the bread long since fell into dust, 
but much of the bread still remains in 
the shape of whole kernels and pieces 
of grain. 

Examination proves that the bread 
was made of barley, and the grains 
were only rudely crushed and not sift- 
ed. It was not baked in ovens, but 
after being kneaded in dough by the 
addition of water was placed between 
two heated stones, or was put on a 
plate and laid upon the red-hot coals. 
This fs perhaps the stalest: loaf of 
bread in the world.

Prosecutions for tax dedging, de- 
fined as a crime by Missouri! statutes 
since the adoption of the state con- 
atitution, but rarely the cnuse of crim- 
inal prosecution and never, it is said, 
of a criminal conviction, are expected 
to follow inavestigations now being 
mrade by the grand jury.

Well, this is John Hansel, 1489 Arling- 
ton avenue. My horses have just been 
stolen. Send me a policeman, quick.” 

Fifteen minutes later, and that was 
three weeks ago, or the night of Aug. 
°5. two mounted policemen galloped up 
to the Hansel home. Inquiry on their 
part developed that Mrs. Hansel had 
been awakened at 1 a. m. by the sound 
of horses crossing the sidewalk in front 
of their home. Looking out of the win- 
dow, she saw a man leading away her 
husband's two carriage horses. She im- 
mediately aroused her husband, but by 
the time he reached the. street the 
horses had turned into Easton avenue 
and were not to be seen. . 

The two policemen notified their dis- 
trict to tell all policemen to be on the 
lookout for the horses. That was three 
weeks ago. They searched the night 
through, but no horses were found. 


The next morning Hansel hastened to 
Chief Kiely’s office, where he reported 
his loss. Two detectives were assigned 
on the case. They visited the Hansel 
home, examined the trail left by the 
horses as they passed from the gravel 
drive, but gave that up, as no trail 
had been left on the stone walk. That 
was three weeks ago. 

“Unless They Are Melted.”

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EV. S. L. STIVER 
GIVES STATEMENT 


Says That He Was Granted an 
Honorable Dismissal From 
Bunker Hill Church. 


CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED 


He Repeats Denial of Any Con- 
duct Unbecoming to Pas- 
toral Dignity. 


- A general denial of all reports that 
he made any remarks unbecoming to 
the dignity of his pastorate was made 
by Rev. 8. L. Stiver, formerly pastor 
of Bunker Hill (Ill.) Congregational 
Church, in a statement to the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday. He said: 


“IT have been a resident of Bunker 
Hill for 2% years. I am a native of 
Pennsylvania and an honored graduate 
of Lafayette College. I am also a grad- 
uate with distinction of Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary. New York. After being 
called to several churches in the East, 
in 1879 I came to St. Louis, and for one 
year was the pastor of.a Presbyterian 
church. My relations with that church 
were terminate’ for reasons in no way 
prejudicial to myself or the church or 
to the ecclesiastical body of which I 
was then a member. I1 was not asked 
to resign. 

“I was elected pastor of the church 
at the end of the vear, and while un- 
dergving the process leading to ordina- 
tion I was called to the Congregation- 
al Church of Bunker Hill, which pre- 
sented a field more attractive and re- 
munerative. I was ordained by a coun- 
cil of distinguished clergymen after a 
thorough examination, and remained 
pastor for over two years, up to the 
time when, after much solicitation on 
the part of its friends, I took charge 
of the academy at that place. 

“Since that time I have not been the 
pastor of any church, but have preached 
more or less, delivered addresses, writ- 
ten for the press, celebrated marriages 
and conducted many funerals, For over 
25 years 1 have heen an honored mem- 
ber of the church of which I was for- 
merly pastor. In the meantime a half 
dozen or more pastors of this church 
have come and gone, and with all of 
them I have sustained friendly and con- 
fidential relations. 

Defended Amusements. 

“During the past winter a discussion 
arose concerning the propriety of in- 
dulging in certain harmiess amusements. 
This was precipitated by the presence 
of a band of the Salvation Army, the 
leader of which denounced in public to 
an extreme degree all dancing and card 
playing. 

‘“‘His remarks were often 
and reflected indiscriminately upon 
young ladies of the town who were 
prominent in chureh circles and useful 
and unimpeachable in every way. In 
their defense and in the defense of 
principles underlying the entire ques- 
tion, I wrote an article on social amuse- 
ments and the church, which was pub- 
lished in the local paper and highly 
commended by a ‘large majority of the 
people. 

“This became displeasing to the pres- 
ent pastor of the Congregational Church 
and a few of its members,. who hold 
views similar to his own and believe 
that all dancing and card-playing are 
wrong per se. 

“Friction arose and personalities were 
indulged in by this small number. It 
resulted in bringing charges against 
myself, partly of a theological and part- 
ly of a social nature, but all on mat- 
ters non-essential to Christian doctrine 
or Christian life and character. 

“About one-fourth of the voting mem- 
bership of the church held a trial and 
voted me guilty on these charges, 
against the evidence and principles in- 
volved. A distinguished clergyman of a 
Congregational Church in St. Louis ap- 
peared as my counsel and pronounced 
the evidence insufficient to convict any- 
body of any charge which would re- 
flect upon him. _ 

Council Upheld Him. 

“To correct this perversion of justice 
a council of Congregational clergy of 
this region assembled last Tuesday at 
Bunker Hill to review this matter and 
to advise the church concerning it. The 
records were read and corrections made 
and then the council, knowing all it 
wished to know, no the charges 
and secured from this church an agree- 
ment to give the letter of dismissai 
which I had previously asked for. 

“The language of this letter was dic- 
tated by the council, and is such as 
would be accepted by many of the  gx~t 
tors who were present, if presented to 
them, as evidence of fitness for admis- 
sicn to their respective churches, 

“Not only were no reflections made 
upon me in any way by this council, but 
I was commended for patience, tolera- 
tion and charity displayed under trying 
circumstances. 

“T have never been asked to resign 
the pastorate of any church. I have 
never been convicted of anything preju- 
dicial to my professional or rsonal 
standing as a Christian man. All state- 
ments recently published concerning me 
charging that I was ey expelled. from 
the ministry or from thé membership of 
any church jis utterly false. 

“It has been stated that I have 
claimed to be Christ's equal. Such a 
statement is not only utterly false, but 
utterly repugnant to my sensibilities. 
Nothi that I have ever said could cor- 
rectly constryed in any such way.

WITTE CONFIDED IN HIM 


Rebuke From Oyster Bay Fol- 
lowed Successful Handling 
of Peace Conference.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Sept. 16.—Con- 
siderable interest has been aroused here 
by President Roosevelt's severe rebuke 
to Gaston Richard, correspondent of the 
Petite Parisien of Paris at the Ports- 


“mouth conference, for the purnported in- 


terview with the President which the 
French journalist cabled his paper from 
Oyster Bay. 

M.. Richard was a familiar figure 
among the small army of correspond- 


ents who were camped here during the 
now famous conference. He was smal! 
uf stature, but of good build and hand- 
some features; very quick in his move- 
ments and his speech, and with a genial 
and pleasant manner. 

As he was one of the fortunate few 
who spoke French perfectly enough to 
interview M. Witte during the first few 
days of the conference, he was in con- 
stant demand by seekers of information 
who had neglected their French. 

He spoke English very imperfectly 
and spent most of his leisure in trying 
to learn the language from the summer 
guests at Hotel Wentworth. As the 
summer population is composed mostly 
of girls, the gallant Frenchman was 
very conscientious in appearing for his 
lessons. 

An American girl one day undertook 
to teach M. Richard, at his request, the 
first stanza of the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Varying the text, 
the first line went, 


she told him that 
“Glory, glory, hal- 
to him this and 
succeeding lines of like character. 

M. Richard was taken in completely, 
said he was charmed with the anthem, 
and proceeded te memorize it just as it 
was sung to him by the American girl. 

M. Richard was intimate with M. 
Witte, who admitted him frequently to 
private interviews. He was also inti- 
mate with the Japanese mission. He 
and Capt. Takashita, naval attache at 
Washington, were seen Much together. 

M. Richard did not seem to be friendly 
with M. Jules Hedman of the Paris 
Matin, the only other Paris correspond- 
ent at the conference. The two were 
seldom together.
